railroad reservoir ami spray pond,

“ When 
this supply 
is used, we 
are faced with the proposition of 
an expensive operation of getting 
water to Harrisburg, and I don’t 
know where we would go to get the 
water,” 
Harry 
Dorris, chairman 
of the water board declared. 
Appeal For Conservation 
In an effort to extend the water 
supply another month or more, or 
into the early spring when it is 
hoped 
the area will 
have spring 
rains, it was decided to appeal to 
the citizens of Harrisburg to con 
serve water by about twenty five 
per cent. 
The plan calls for a daily reduc­ 
tion of 200,000 gallons, to place the 
daily consumption at about 600,000. 
“ We believe the daily consump­ 
tion can tie reduced by 200.000 gal­ 
lons ii everyone will exercise care 
and use only the water actually 
needed. 
Just 
making 
sure 
all 
faucets are completely turned off 
and 
not dripping 
will result in a 
great 
savings,’’ 
Mayor 
Horning 
stated. 
After 
a two 
weeks’ 
period, if 
there has riot been a drastic reduc­ 
tion iii th<* amount used. the city 
officials will place a strict ration­ 
ing program in effect, it was de­ 
cided. 


Pipeline Impractical Now

of conspiring and attempting to 
extort $1,030,000 from the builders 
of a steam electric plant to supply 
power to the Atomic* Energy Com­ 
mission plant at Paducah, Ky. 
* The jury in the court of United 
States Hist Judge Fred L. Wham 
also found Evan Dale, president of 
the Southern Illinois District Coun­ 
cil of Laborers, guilty of actually 
extorting $7,500 from an Ohio con­ 
tractor. 
Dale and Jam es Bateman, Pipe­ 
fitters’ Union 
b usines s agent at 
Murphysboro, UL, appeared shaken 
by the verdict Both were wet-eyed 
and spoke in quavering voices. 
“ I feel the same as I did on the 
stand,” Dale said. “ I’m not guilty. 
Of course, every convicted man 
says that but I’ve told the honest 
truth.” 
Bateman said only “ I don’t feel 
good about it." 
Convicted of Ebasco Shakedown 
Both were convicted of trying to 
I shake down Ebasco Services Inc. 
of New York shortly after the 
company began building the Joppa 
plant in 1951 but Wham had de­ 
scribed the case against Bateman 
as “ very weak.” 
Attorneys for both men announc­ 
ed they will appeal.
